SUGGESTIONS BY 
SOLICITORS. 


Mr. William S. Hayes (of Messrs. — — 
and Sons, solicitors), stated that, speaking 
generally, his experience was that the Bank- 
ruptc ws in Ireland and their administra- 
tion had worked well for the commefcial com- 
munity. The organisation whereby estates 
are administered by a skilled official (the offi- 
cial assignee) having a knowledge of commier- 
cial affairs was admirable. Section 59 of the 
Bankruptcy Act of 1857 indicated that an 
official assignee should be a merchant, a 
or accountant, and he suggested that while it 
might not be necessary to adhere to these 
words, the appointment should always be con- 
fined to a gentlemav having knowledge of 
commercial and mercantile affairs, and that 
every effort should be made to continue the 
present arrangement, whereby bankruptcy 
business is assigned to a particular judge. 
Personally, he believed that the satisfactory ad- 
ministration of bankrupts’ estates during the 
period covered by his experience was largely 
due to the efficient manner in which the ofli- 
cial agsignees had discharged their duties and 
controlled their offices, The privilege accorded 
to creditors of the appointment of a creditors’ 
assignee under Section 265 of the Act of 1857 
should, in his opinion, be preserved, so that 
the creditors might, through one of their 
number, be in direct touch with the adminis- 
tration of bankrupts’ estates through one of 
their number having a direct interest in the 
realisation of the assets. He suggested that 
this principle should be And in cases of 
trust deeds, where assets are assigned to an 
accountant or other trustee not being a credi- 
tor, so that the creditors might, through their 
representation, ba kept in touch with the 
administration of the affairs. 15 

In regard to expenses incurred under excep- 
tional circumstances, he felt very strongly 
that Section 77 of the Bankruptcy Act of 
1872 should be availed of far oftener than is 
customary. He felt that it was in the interest 
of the commercial community to see that 
facility be given for debtors to present the 
state of their affairs to those to whom they 
are indebted as soon as they found that they 
were unable or unlikely to be able to meet 
their engagements. He submitted that pri- 
vate arrangements should be kept private, and 
that the publication of statements of affairs 
with lists of creditors’ submitted confidén-” 
tially to a trader's creditors should be treated 
as confidential for the information of his 
creditors and not of the public generally, who 
could only be interested either te a limited 
extent or to satisfy curiosity. So long as the 
practice of publishing in trade journals the 
information given at private meetings of 
creditors continued, then ‘so long would those 


in trade continue to struggle-on until brought | 


to a stand-still by the institution of bank- 
ruptey proceedings or lack of ability to in- 
duce those with whom they are trading to 
give credit, 9 

THE KEEPING OF BOOKS. Lá 

In regard to the keepigg of books and 
accounts, the witness said that there were: 
large firms, both in the cities and the country 
towns, who obviously should be compelled to 
keep a regular set of books. It seemed, how- 
ever, that the subject was one for whieh it 
would be difficult to legislate otherwise than 
in general terms. The smallest trader might, 
however, be treated as an offender if he 
neglected to keep an account of his! 
daily cash receipts and a debtor's ledger. 
The provisions in regard to the discovery, 
disclosure, and preservation of assets of in- 
solvent debtors were adequate, but it might 
be desirable to make provision to enable the 
official assignee to put a clerk in charge of 
the estate of any person who found it neces- 
sary to call a meeting’ of creditors, provided 
that this coufse Was requested by the votes 
of two-thirds in number and value of the 
creditors attending. 

ABSCONDING DEBTORS. 

Facility should be given to arrest any 
debtor absconding or about to abscond. The 
present procedure created difficulties and 
delays. Making it a criminal offence for an 
undischarged bankrupt to endeavour to obtain 
credit might, he thought, be a useful provi- 
sion, but the subject was one for a witness 
representing the commercial community more 
than for a lawyer. - 

MARRIED WOMEN IN SUSINESS. 

A provision for the bringing of debtors 
before a District Justice for examination as 
to means would, he said, be useful, the 
matter being in the discretion of thé judge, 
and subject to his order. Deeds of assign- 
ment should be registered in the Bankruptcy 
Office, and not in the Bills of Sales Office. 

Married women carrying on business should 
be subject to the Bankruptcy Laws. The 
Council was of opinion that the State should 
not have priority for more than one year’s 
income tax or other tax, and that priority in 
respect of any debt other than income tax 
or other tax should be abolissed. The exten- 
sion of the Bankruptcy Laws to minors 
carrying on business was advocated, 
as. well as to . dunatws- or other 

rsons under disability, whether carrying on 
usiness or not. 

QUICK MACHINERY WANTED. 

Mr. T. W. Delany, solicitor, Longford, 
expressed the view that it would lead to 
less expense to place the administration of 
bankruptcy sales in the hands of the Official 
Assignee. He thought that the existing 
provisions as to debtors absconding, or about 
to abscond, were inadequate. It was desir- 
able to have quick machinery, and it should 
be made a criminal offence for any debtor to 
abscond or attempt to abscond. He would 
make it a criminal offence for an undis- 
charged bankrupt to obtain credit. He 
thought that no distinetion should be made 
as to the applicability of the bankruptcy 
laws to men or women, married or single, 
and whether carrying on trade or not. 
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po e Committee on Co- 
operation with other Evangel Churches 
mas presented by the Rev. W. M. R 
Convener, who moved its adoption. It stated 
that plans were on foot for closer co-operation 
with the Church of Ireland and the Methodist 
and Congregational Churches. : 

The Rev. R. S. Craig seconded the motion, 
and spoke with great a iation of the con- 
sideration shown to West Church by the 
Church of Ireland and Bishop Grierson.

WAR MEMORIAL HOSTEL. 

The Rev. A. F. Moody, M. A., in the absence of 
the Rev. J. G. Paton, M.A., M.C., submitted 
and moved the adoption of the report on the 
War Memorial Hostel. He believed that, 
contrary to the talk of a white elephant on 
hands, that building was proving bot — 
and useful. A great many young people from 
the country came there, and the hostel was 
full from the beginning, and the residents 
were as reluctant to leave as they were ready 
to enter. Much of the success of the hostel 
was due to the warden and the matron. 

Colonel the Rev. Joseph Lynn seconded the 
motion, and the report was adopted, with

CHURCH EXTENSION. : 

The Rev. Dr. Haslett moved the adoption 
of the report of the Committee on Rearrange- 
ment of Church Work~in Belfast. He said 
that he wanted to refer first of all to the 
paragraph which stated: Ae from January 
ist, 1930, the Shankill road Mission congre- 
Eatfoh shall only receive grants for an agent 
or agents on the same terms as other congre- 
gations, the special liability. of the Home 
Mission towards the Shankill road Mission 
terminating at that date.”

It stated that at the first meeting 
of the sub-committee there was a very frank 
interchange of views. There was no real 
difference of opinion. Even those who were 
satisfied with the present formula admitted 
that it should not,-and could not, be under- 
stood as binding the signatory to every detail 
in the confession, while those who crit igised 
the present formula did so because it is 
ambiguous and capable of a very lax and of a 
very strict interpretation.

The Rev. J Crockett (Dublin), sub- 
mitting the report upon secondary education, 
said that the Assembly’s programme of 
religious instruction was 8 taught to 
their children in many of the secondary 
schools in the Irish Free State, 9 the 
number of schools in Northern Ireland 
giving this instruction was comparatively 
small. He paid a tribute to the manner in 
which the religious instruction was im 
in the Girls’ Masonic School, and the great

PRIMARY EDUCATION, 

The Rev. William Corkey submitted the 
report upon primary education. He said 
they had passed through strained controversy 
in regard to the elementary schools, and in 
Belfast the education authority had met the 
Churches very generously as regards terms of 
transfer, and their Churches had no desire 
to keep control of education when 
such terms were given, and a large number 
of schools had been transferred. If the Act 
was not working so satisfactorily throughout 
the country, he did not think it was the fault 
of the churches or its ministers. Some of 
the Regional Committees were not at all 
anxious for transfers, and some had made it 
very difficult for ministers to transfer. In 
one case a Regional Committee would not 
give one single condition of transfer, while 
another said that they did not want schools 
transferred, as it would only add a greater 
burden to the rates. 

People were beginning to find out how 
much cheaper it was for the ministers of the 
various churches to go round collecting for 
the schools, and even go to America to get 
money to build schools. They were delighted 
that,-in Belfast the Education Committee was 
building such splendid schools, and he 
that this would continue until the needs of 
the city were met in their entirity. They 
were glad to see the splendid work done in 
the open air school at Graymount, and hoped 
that this t of school would be developed 
for other children as well as those threatened 
with tuberculoms. 

The Rev. Dr. Haslett, who seconded, re- 
ferred to the difficulty which had arisen in 
regard to the transfer of schools in the Bally- 
mena Presbytery. The local Education Com- 
mittee had refused to give the same terms of 
transfer as the Belfast Education Committee, 
and negotiations were now proceeding with 
the Committee, 

He moved an addition to the resolutions, 
which Mr, Corkey accepted, instructing the 
Assembly’s Education Board to interview the 
Ministry of Education in reference to this 
aud other matters. 


PROTESTANT ANU CATHOLIS SCHOOLS. 

The Rev. Dr. Marshall took exception to a 
statement which referred to an investigation 
by the Board of a report from one Presby- 
tery alleging that the Ministry of Education 
had been closing small Protestant schools, 
while not interterin with similar Roman 
Catholic schools. Whe Board,“ the report 
said, is glad to be able to report from 
replies received from Presbytery agents that 
no such discrimination as was suggested was 
being made, and that the Act was being 
fairly administered so far as the Ministry of 
Education is concerned.’’ 

Proceeding, Dr. Marshall said that the 
scheme of amalgamation pursued involved the, 
closing of small Protestant schools, but not 
of small Roman Catholic schools. That surely 
showed discrimination. Everybody knew 
that. He moved the deletion of the para- 


graph. 

The Rev. D. Steen seconded. 

The Rev. William Corkery said that he 
thought a dual policy was being pursued in 
Ulster in the respect stated by Br. Marshall. 
Small Protestant schools were being closed 
when the educational authorities erected a 
school in a neighbourhood, while the Roman 
Cathelic schools were allowed to remain. 

He quoted a letter from the Assembly's 
Correspondent in the Presbytery tothe effect 
that '“he sae the smaller schools should 
be closed.” © policy in Ulster was to 
allow the ; he schools to con- 
tinue under voluntary control and that Pro- 
testant schools should be offered to the 
Regional Committees. 1 in Protestant 
districts were always gl to trust the 
people with democratic control, so as 
certain guarantees were given in reg to 
religious instruction. If there was a mis- 
understanding, he would agree to the dele- 
tion of that part of the report. 

Mr. C. Legg said that it was unfortunate 
that those elected upon the Regional Com- 
mittees were not capable of dealing with the 
subject, with the result that they were de- 
pendent upon the officials. Regional Com- 
mittees were being asked to take over 
schools, some of which were almost unfit for 


occupation.

PRESIDENT'’S WELCOME. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that it was a great 
pleasure to him to attend the formal opening 
of the Conference and to bid the delegates a 
hearty welcome to Ireland. He hoped that 
they would enjoy their visit and that their 
deliberations would, as hitherto, contribute 
substantially to the progressive development 
of the important services with which they 
were rticularly associated. His own 
apprenticeship to political life was served 
as a member of the Dublin Corporation 
daring years when many reforms were 
initiated, and when the foundations were 
laid for those extensive improvements in the 
business. of the municipality which were now 
manifest to all. That experience enabled 
him to appreciate to its full extent the con- 
tribution to successful administration that was 
made by those officials who had endeavoured 
to enlighten themselves in their respective 
spheres of municipal work,. 

To many persons cleansing might seem to 
be a relatively simple matter.

It had a direct 
relationship to the condition of the public 
health. ft required a knowledge of such 
widely diverse subjects as engineering and 
agriculture, mechanical ánd horse transport, 
costings and other matters of a complex 


nature. 
TECHNICAL KNOWLEDGE. 

The annual interchange of opinion by those 
who perform those duties for their respective 
communities must necessarily result in im. 
proved efficiency and economy. He was glad 
to learn from the Ministry for Local Govern- 
ment that the Local Government Officials’ 
Union had, on their own initiative, given 
considerable attention to the formulation of 
educational schemes for the improvement of 
their technical knowledge. These aspirations 
on the part of public officials could not be 
too highly commended, because they promoted 
the — welfare, they led to the fuller 
unde of the problems of local 
administration, and to amicable collaboration 
with the central authority.

CLEANSING AND HEALTH. 

Dr. R. Percy McDonnell, F. R. C. S. I., 
Deputy Chief Medical Adviser, a of 
Local Government and Publio „ Ire- 
land, read a paper on Public Cleansing in 
relation to public health. 

The necessity for public cleansing, he said, 
did not exist in the rural communities. The 
farming community of Ireland could always 
be relied on to find a suitable means of dis- 
pene ss the domestic and stable refuse with- 
out aid of the cleansing department. In 
the urban areas it was different, and here it 
was that communal action was needed to 
secure for the citizen conditions’ that would 
not react to the detriment of his health or 
comfort. The establishment of a well 
organised cleansing department was, there- 
fore, the first duty of every urban authority. 
To the public health service, the officials of 
the cleansing staffs were indispensable; with- 
out them they would be so to carry 
on the fight, and many of the triumphs of 
modern sanitation owed much to the help 
they had given. The prompt and efficient 
removal from the thoroughfares of the germ- 
laden contents of their refuse bins was a 
factor in the modern crusade against epidemic 


isease. 

Dr. McDonnell went on to deal with dry 
closets and ashpits, and said that un 
fortunately they were still to be found in the 
small towns and villages. Their ple had 
but the most elementary ideas of the laws of 
hygiene, and it was regrettable that hygiene 
did not find a place in the curriculum of the 
schools. 

Ashpits, he was glad to say, had virtually 

isa from Dublin; but they were still 
to be found in almost every town and village 
in the country. The whole method of dust 
and refuse removal called for improvement. 
The extermination of the fly should be the 
aim of the cleansing superintendent. 


THE ASHPIT MENACE. 

Baillie Fraser, Dundee, said that he had 
counted fifteen children playing in an ashpit, 
and along with them a number of cats, who 
afterwards, he supposed, went into the cradle 
where the child was lying. This was the 
kind of thing that led to infant mortality. 
The ashpits should be got rid of. 

Alderman Broadhurst, Warrington, thanked 
Dr. McDonnell for his valuable paper. He 
was, he said, Chairman of the Sanitary Com- 
mittee in his borough, where they had to 
deal with 14,500 pails of refuse in the week.

: Belgian Agriculture. 
Balgiom is;a land so highly indus- 
trialised and so thickly populated that we 
seldom realise that it Possesses also a 
3 agricultural economy. A writer 
in Studies gives an account of Belgian 
methods of agricultural organisation that 
is full of suggestion, for Ireland, He 
describes the Boerenbond Belge, or League 
of Peasants, which has made of the 
struggling farmers of Flanders and 
Brabant a compact and flourishing com- 
munity. The Boerenbond is half a religious 
guild of the medieval type, half a modern 
co-operative organisation. In 1886, the 
‘Abbé Mellaerts of Goor, who had indulged 
taste for botany by practising garden 
experiments in the nutrition of plants, 
and had established a reputation thus as 
an agricultural expert, persuaded his 
flock to form a co-operative guild for the 
improvement of their farming business. 
Four years later a meeting of farmers at 
Louvain launched the Boerenbond, under 
which, within twelve months, nearly fifty 
co-operative guilds .like -that at. Goor 
sprang into being. To-day there are over 
1,000 guilds affiliated to the organisation. 
Once a month every guild holds a general 
assembly. After attendance at church, 
the members repair to the local guild 
quarters, where lectures on social topics 
and practical agricultural issues are de- 
livered, in accordance with a programme 
directed from Louvain. Every guild has 
its sub-committees, one charged with the 
buying of. seeds, fertilisers and imple- 
ments and the sale of produce, as in an 
Irish “ co- ee agricultural society ”’ ; 
another, to conduct banking and insur- 
ance business; another to manage a 


evening classes and to manage a dairy. 
Unity among the guilds % preserved by a 
close relation with. the central body, which 
combines functions like those of the Irish 
Agricultural Organisation Society and the 
Trish Agricultural Wholesale Society. 
Several bilingual periodicals, including a 
magazine for wives .and daughters, are 
published, and the sale of pamphlets and 
books is so great that it largely pays for 
the upkeep of the whole central body, with 
its 340 workers. The Boerenbond main- | 1869 
tains, partly by State assistance, 260 agri- 
cultural technical schools. It employs 
seven, lawyers, three engineers, an archi- 
tect, and other professional officers for its 
general works of instruction. It has built 
j and works three large mills; it has a de- 
partment concerned with the reclamation 
of waste land; it carries on experiments 
in the breeding of cattle. The material 
i success of the Boerenbond, doubtless. 
springs from its linking of high ideals to 
the otherwise humdrum procedure of co- 
operative enterprise.

‘of the day. Writers of Mr. Jerome s type 
are becoming scarcer every year. . The 
sophisticated public of our times demands 
less simple fare than that which he was 
wont to provide. It needs unhealthy spice 
to stimulate a jaded palate, and seems to 
have lost the capacity for an honest 
laugh.

So far, according 
to telephone messages received in the City 
yesterday. the election result has not had 
any marked effect on the quotation on the 
Dublin market. At the outset of the 
career of Mr, Cosgrave s Government its 
financial policy was said to have savonred 
of dilettantism, but experience bred 
better knowledge, and the hope may be 
justified that, if Mr. Cosgrave remains 
at the head of the new Cabinet, his 
Minister for Finance may continue on th: 
path of safety.”
